London, June 25.— Defeat of the 
Austrian armies on the western 
bank of the Piave is complete. 
Admission is made by the Aus­ 
trian war office that the troops of 
Emperor Charles have been forced 
to evacuate the Monteddo plateau 
over which they had 
hoped 
to 
press their way and gain the Venl- 
tlan plains, and “some sectors" of 
the positions they have attained 
last week i ,* the bank of the river 
between the plateau and the point 
where the stream empties into the 
Adriatic. 
Bad w eath er and the rising of 
the Piave are assigned as reasons 
for the withdrawal of the Aust­ 
rians. But th e Rome war office as­ 
serts it was the impetuous attacks 
of the Italians that brought about 
the failure of an operation which 
was started with the intention of 
forcing the Italians, like the Rus­ 
sians, to accept a Teutonic peace. 


lo ndon, June 25.— A veritable tri­ 
umph fur the Italian and a disaster of 
great magnitude for the defeated Aus­ 
trians is likely to result from Italy's 
signal victory over the enemy on the 
Piave front. 
I-ondon, June 25.—Italy’s victory ov­ 
er the Austrians on the Piave front 
appears likely to assume the propor­ 
tions of a veritable triumph for the 
Italians and a disaster of great mag* 
nitude for the defeated enemy. 
Already, It Is announced In official 
dispatches from Rome. the Austrians 
have lost 45,000 men in prisoners and 
great quantities of material, while the 
extent of their other casualties may 
be Indicated by the 
thousands 
of 
bodies floating in the waters of the 
swollen river. 


Unable to force hts way further than 
the immediate vicinity of the west 
bank of the rive % and with bridges 
thrown across the strea m swept sway, 
bv the swirling waters of the flood 
pouring down from the mountains, the 
enemy began a precipitate retreat. So

was

left a great m any cannon on th e west 
bank of the Piave, while his retreating 
infantry columns, according to new* 
dispatches, already are tieing pressed 
by Italian detachm ents thrown over 
to the easterly side of the stream 
Invaders Pursued. 
From the Montello plateau south 
ward to the Adriatic comes the same 
story of th e Austrian retren' 
Piave river formerly emptied Into the 
sea quite n ea r Venice, but In recent 
years Its course has changed to its 
present location. 
In the first rush of 
the Austrian offensive the enemy suc­ 
ceeded In crossing the old river bed, 
which now Is a canal. 
From their po 
sit ions there the foe has been driven 
and the Italians are relentlessly press­ 
ing the pursuit. 
i nc latest new* dispatches from the 
Piave river front tell of Italian bomb 
ing units being

seems to indicate that the Austrian 
retreat was not stayed at the eastern 
bank of the river.

LOBSTER NOW LUXURY 


Food Has Passed Beyond the 
Reach of the Poorer People. 


Should Catch Small Lobster and Leave 
Larger Ones to Breed, Is Opinion 


Expressed by Expert. 


The lobster has passed beyond the 
reach of the poor and bas become a 
luxury only to be enjoyed by the rich. 
Every year the price of lobsters ad­ 
vances a few points, and even at the 
highest price offered it Is difficult to 
obtain 
them. 
From 
Massachusetts 
comes the information that were It 
not for the catches In Maine and Nova 
S<*otla, lobsters could not be had In 
Massachusetts, for the waters of that 
state have been fished out. In 1HS8, so 
the Boston Transcript says, 1.740,850 
lobsters of legal size were caught in 
Massachusetts. 
In 1014, only 16.138 
were tnken there. 
The opinion seems 
to he gaining ground In Massachusetts 
that a mistake has been made In deal­ 
ing with the lobster Industry. 
The 
small lobster has been protected, while 
the large lobster, which Is the one 
which produces an enormous quantity 
of young, bus been taken. 
This, it Is 
held by some. is wrong. 
We should 
catch the Ntnull lobster, so It Is argued, 
and leave the bigger ones to breed. 
There seems to be some virtue In 
this contention, because In spite of the 
lobster hatching plants maintained by 
the federal government fewer lobsters 
are being taken each year, while the 
demand for them Is continually In­ 
creasing. This, of course, accounts for 
the high prices. 
It is also claimed 
that in planting lobster fry the federal 
agents have made serious blunders. 
The fry have boon liberated in places 
where they have been subjected to the 
attacks of other fish, and few of tho 
lobsters hatched In the government 
plants have ever 
attaints!

W a r la Teaching a Great Lesson as to 
Possibilities in This Impor­ 
tant Field. 


T h e reclam ation of th e energies of 
all the disabled of the nation may be 
taught by the exigencies of war, ac­ 
cording to MaJ. H arry E . M ock, M. ll. 
C„ who in addressing the National 
L eague 
of 
American 
Pen 
Women, 
sa id : 
“T here are in the U nited States 
0(8),(XX) persons who have been dis­ 
abled 
In 
industries—probably 
more 
than the total num ber of soldiers who 
will be disabled through tills w ar— 
yet neither governm ent nor Industry 
baa hitherto m ade thorough effort to 
reclaim their energy. 
T h a t is a great 
lesson this w ar h as taught us, and 
wit* 
we have won It w e shall find 
thut, through deaths, a cessation of 
Immigration, 
nnd 
other causes, 
we 
shall face a greut shortage Iii th** la­ 
bor m arket. 
W e shall then turn our 
attention to the reclam ation of all tin* 
disabled an d thus o u r country will 
profit by tile labor of all h er sous aud 
daughters.” 


Pigeons Broke Up a Monopoly. 
O ne of the queer things ulxiut tin* 
nutm eg is tile rom antic way in which 
n a tu re thw arted the D utch attem p t to 
establish a com plete monopoly of th e 
spice.

T hey Induced o th er p la n ters to Join 
with them und It soon seem ed as 
though they w ere killing all com peti­ 
tion. 
T hen n atu re took a hand In the 
game. 
A large pigeon of th** islands, 
which w as extrem ely fond of mace, 
carried th e seeds to nil tin* surround­ 
ing hinds, even to the mainland of 
Asia. 
Nutm eg trees begun to grow 
wild in num erous places an d all danger 
of a monopoly w as removed.— Boston 
Post,
